A TURKISH QUAKE

Many Lives Lost During Earth-
quake in Turkey.

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 14—Scores
of lives are now kmown to have becn
Jost in the eartbquake which yesterday
destroyed the village of Seml, 50 miles
enst of Van, on the border of Persia.
Details of the disaster are heginning to
reach here, and they indicate that the
earthquake was one of the most severe
shoeks felt in many years.

No complete list of the killed has been
made. as the residents of the little
town have not recovered from the panic.
Halif & dozen violent shocks were felt,
bringing the roofs of houses down on
the occupants. Minor shocks have oc-
eurred at intervals sioce, which have
kept the people in a state of alarm.

Many persons were severely huri
There are no means to care for the in-
jured, and their sufferings are intense.

Slight shocks were felt at Van. The
greatest foree of the shocks is believed
to have been felt far eastward of Seral
No Teports from that region bave been
received. It is feared when they are
received the death list will be greatly
increased.
